Mr Sheridan faid, that every fyllable which he 
‘fad heard, and every argument which bad been 
employed, convinced him {till more of the neceflity 
of forming a Committee, not partially feleded from 
the friends of the Misifter, but generally chofen for 
‘the purpofe of collecting a plain and unequivotal 
ftarement of our finances. ‘The Committee who 
had been-nominated laft year. for that parpofe, bad 
thought proper to deny, by a Right Hon. Gearleman 
(Mr Grenville) that they had meant their calcu!a- 
tions of the revenue to extend beyond the year 
1785. But that, on the contrary, they meant them 
as perennial, was evident from the general accept- 
ance of the Hovfe, from the refylutions he had then 
entered on the journals, and {till more from the 
meafure purfued by the Minifter in railing 10,000 1. 
in new taxes, for the purpofe of failing toa million 
the fum of goo,000 |. which they had {tated as the 
aétual furplus of that, and the probable furplus of 

fature years. my 

Proceeding then to examine the refources now 
brought forward to make up the deficiencies of 
laft year, he pointed out the improbability of exag- 
geration of each, but dwelt more particularly on 

“the fum of 320,000]. which it was expected might 
be drawn from the exhaulted treafary of the Eait 
India Company. He challenged any member of 
Adminiftration, to come forward and fhew that their 
finances were equal to the difeharge of fuch a de 
mand. It. appeared on the contrary, by the laft 
advices, that their fituation was wretched in the 
extreme, and this~ fact was alfo confirmed by the 
condutt of the Directors,, who, on Thurfday laft — 
on the day before the budget was produced —had 
a®tvally protefted againit the payment of the fum, 
which made fo large a part of the refources of the 
Minifter. He concluded with defiring, that his re- 
folutions of Jat year may be read, as tending to 
eltablith the motives af the Committee of Revenue, 
and the inferences drawn from their conduct at the 
time. ; 

Mr Dundas expreffed, mach furprife at the man- 
ner in which the affairs of India had been mention- 
ed, and accompanied his remarks by an infinuation, 
that the Committee of Secrecy at their meetings at 
the India Houfe, where they had a full command 
over papers, &c. had carried their enquiry beyond 
the bufinefs which thould properly be the fcope of 
their remarks. . He denied, however, that any fuch 
inference could be drawn from the la{t difpatches, 
fuypofing they had been read; as they conveyed no 
information, in fact, but as connected with other 
papers of very enlarged detail. It had keen, fome- 
times, his intention, he faid, to open the affairs of 
the Eaft :India Company to that Houfe; and it 
would probably have been done before the prefent 
time, if the accountants of the India Houfe had 
not been employed in attending the orders of the 
Committee of Secrecy. It was a bufirefs which he 
{till withed to expedite as muchas poflible, as he 
trulted, that whenever he opened the /ndia Budget, 
as it may be termed, it would prove a proud ana a 
creditable day for thofe who were concerned in its 
jarifdiation. It would then appear, he faid, that 
the affairs of India, dark and gloomy as they had 
been reprefented, would prove light icfelf to the 
ftate of this nation; and that a feries of ten years, 
under a vigorous and correct adminiftration, would 
be fully fafficient to difcharge all the debts of the 
Company, both in Afia and Europe. 

Mr Pitt faid, he thould not enter into the confi- 
deration of the refolutions which had been read, bur 
which neither availed nor proved any thing. The 
affairs of India he fhould alfo leave untouched, as 
they had been fufficiently explained by his Right 
Hon. friend. _But he could not refrain from exjref- 
fing the ftrongeft motions of furprife at the charges 
of myltery and perplexity in the ftarement of public 
accounts ; bat which, in his opinion, were peculiarly 
joa2pplicable to him, at a time when he had {6 far 
finaplifien them, as to preclude himfelf, or any fu- 
ture Chancellor of the Exchequer, from ufing that 
technical delufin which had been fuccefsfully ufed 
on former occafions. In reply to the Hon. Bart. 
(Sir G. Cooper) he denied, that he had ever efti- 
mated the benefits refulting from the confolidation 
of the duties at 20,000], per annum, only. That 
£ ym, he had mentioned, was to arife from the mere

the refult, he obferved, of a maxim of found policy 
jultified by experience, and which had evea_ bécr 
fanGtioned by the example of thofe who now con- 
demned it, as was inftanced in their reduction of 
the duties of Kaft India muffins, on which they had 
found that a duty could not otherwife be colected. 

After vindicating his {cheme for the redution of 
the debr, founded, he faid, not on the reports of any 
committee, but on a confcioufnefs of the refources of 
the country ; nor fupported, as had been faid, by a- 
ny quantity of Exchequer Bills then unapplieo; he 
proceeded to comment on what had fallen from Mr 
Sheridan refpecting the Eaft India Company. It 
was {trange, he faid, that thofe who once cndeavour- 
ed to deprive them of every chartered right, fhould 
now be anxious to vindicate their refulal of debts 
which were due by law. 

Mr Sheridan faid, that of all the ftrange things 
he had ireard, the moft furprifing was, that the Rt. 
Hon. Gentleman fhould perfilt in allufions to a to- 
pic on which he had been (0 often refuted. Ir was 
now evident, that what the India bill of his Right 
Honourable friend went to take’ openly and fairly! 
the bill of the Minifter had filched away ‘with 
large additions. This was a truth confeffed by the 
DireStors and Proprietors at home, and even in a 
greater degree by the fervants of the Company a: 
broad. It was not therefore the repeated allufion, 
the loud declamation, or the felf-arrogated praife of 
the Right Hon. Gentleman, which thould prevent ; 
him from {peaking of the affairs of the India Com 
pany, in the manner which his information juttified ; 
even if that information had been obtained, which 
was nat the cafe, fram a review of the late difpatch- 
es from India He renewed his aflertion, that the 
plan of the Minifter for reducing the national debs 
had been fupported folely by Exchequer bills tothe 
amount of 800,c00 1. which had been intended for 
the ufe, and charged to the fupplies of 1784,- but 
had remained in the Exchequer, uniffued and un- 
applied. 
the Houfe, whether the Minifter had ever nreation- 
ed before Friday Saft, that a fumogreater than 
20,0001. was to be derived from the confolidation 
of the duties ; or whether a fingle fyllable had been 
dropped relative to the 60,c001. which with the 
40,000 }, arifing from the duty on cambsjes, formed 
fo large a part of the artificial refources of the pre- 
fent occafion.

Mr 8aring and Mr Smith vindieated the conduct 
of the Court of Direétors in not acceding toa cidim 
which had been made without proper notice, or 
without fubmitting the neceflary accounts.

Mr Dundas fuggefted, that the feffion wasat pre- 
fent too far advanced, to fuffer the Houfe to proceed 
on any new bufinefs of fach extreme importance.

Mr Alderman Newenham replied, that he was 
fully confcious both of the importance, and of the 
delicacy of the bufinefs which he had undertaken to 
bring forward. He was not prepared howeyer at 
prefent to anfwer the Right Hon. Gentleman re. 
{pecling the parliamentary mode in which the buf. 
nefs was to be introduced ;—but whatever was the 
form, tlie objeét would be to rcfcue an amiable 
Prince from the fituation in which he was how 
placed, and which, if continved, tended ia his opi- 
nion to ifmprefs a marked difgrace on the character 
of the nation. 

Mr, Pit? profeffed himfelf diffatisfied with this ex. 
planation. It mattered not, he faid, what was the 
parliamentary form in which it was to be introduced - 
but on a fubject, he would repeat, of fuch novelty 
and delicacy, he wifhed to know as early and as ex. 
plicitly as poffible, what was the objcct of the mo. 
tion, and the caufe why it was thus prefled for. 
ward. 

Mr Alderman Neawnham replied, that he by no 
means forced the bufinefs on the attention of the 
Houfe ; it was prefled forward by its. own impor- 
tance. He might poflibly give fome explanation, 
before the day appointed ; but in faying this, he 
did not conceive himfelf bound by any actual pro- 
mife. 

Mr Fox obferved, that the prefent was a fubjea 
on which it would be fuperfluous to enlarge at this 
time, as it was one which equally met the feelings 
of all, and of no perfon he was convinced more 
than thofe of the Right Hon Gentleman oppofite 
him, (Mr Pitt.) He would admit in its full ex.

Mr Fox having defired the clerk to refer to the 
ftatute-book for the thop-tax “a&t, and that which 
was afterwards enacted for explaining and amending 
it, entered into a long detail on the fubjed of thofe 
ats. He ftated, that this tax was not only partial 
and oppreflive, but alfo unproductive to the revenue. 
It was juitly affirmed by thofe who had oppofed it, 
that it was a perfonal tax on thop-keepers ; while 
it’s fapporters afferted, that it would fall on the con- 
famer. ‘The fallacy of this affertion had already 
been demonftrated by fa&; and he would pledge 
himfelf to the Houfe to prove, if required, that. tke 
tax had not been levied on the confumer. If it 
could conveniently have been charged on the can- 
fumer, the fhopkeepers would not have oppofed it 
with fuch pertinacity and perfeverance 3 and; if it 
were laid on confumers, the inferior traders would 
drive their -cu‘tomers to thofe great fhopkeepers, 
who, from their fuperior capital, could afford to pay 
the tax without advancing the price of any of their 
commodities.. This tax, -he aflirmed, was nothing 
more than an additional houfe tax, artially applied 
to thofe who kept retail thops. Ie ibjiected a tia 
der to the payment of treble the houfe-tax, merely 
for his thop ; while thofe who were not concerned 
in any retail trade, were totally exempted from the 
burthen. ‘The houfe-tax had fallen peculiarly hard 
on fhopkeepers. _ What then mutt be the additional 
burthen arifing from this new tax? He then {tared, 
that out of 59.0001. (the produce of the thop-tax} 


the city of Wettminiter paid 17,0001]. Jondon, | 


12,0001 and the reft of Middlefex 13,0001. The 
fum, therefore, of 42,000]. was paid by Middlefex 
out of 59,000]. paid by all England and Wales. 
Some counties paid only 501. fome great towns 4 |. 
or 51. From this reprefentation, the partial. and 
unequal nature of the tax was evideat. It fell witlt 
peculiar weight on one county, while the other parts 
of England and Wales were almott wholly exone- 
rated from it; and not one member of this Honfe, 
to his knowledge, paid one fhilling towards it. The 
unproductivenefs of it woald appear from confider- 
ing the fum at which it was eftimated, viz. 
120,000 1. to which its produce bore a very fmall 
proportion. It had been reprefented as difgraceful 
to give up any mecafure to popular clamour. This 
do&trine he affented to, where the clamour was il!- 
founded. But where the oppofition to a tax arofe 
from a conviction of its oppreflive tendency, and was 
perfilted in from finding that opinion fupparted by 
experience, it was fo far from being mean aod abjest 
to give up the meafure thus condemned, that it was 
even honourable. Lt was nor merely the value of 
the tax that excited the oppofition, but the injuftice 
and partiality of impofing what might be termed a 


- perfonal mulgt on individuals. An additional tax 
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joufes would be far preferable to the prefent 
impolt ; but other vires might be deviled that would 
prove better than ¢ ther. Having treated largely on 
thefe points, he rept ented it as incumbent on the 
Houfe to grant to the earne(t entreaties _of a very 
confiderable body of men that repeal whichfthey {o- 
licited. He finally moved, that leave be given to

He would implore 
the minilter, he faid, to lay afide the ob tinacy with 
which he appeared wedded to his own opinions —to 
Wifmifs the fear of being fuppofed to act from his 
convistion—but that he feared that the man who 
had refifted a majority of voices within that Houfe, 
would not be ;-rone to liften to a majority of com- 
plaints from without.

He, for his part, was not fo 
much infeéted with the Galiomania, which was now 
fo prevalent, nor had he fo high an idea of French 
fincerity, as not to look to fucivan event 5 fhould it 
take place and ihould the prefent inftances be the 
guide of our inferences —-we fhould expect to find 
an Oriente! fpoiler in the minifier, and the miferies 
of Hindoltan realized gn the plains of Britain. He 
therefore adjured the Houfe, with much folemnity,

complaints which it had excited 5 and prayed them 
to do away the former, and to filence the latrer, by 
giving their confent to the prefent motion for the 
repeal. 

Mr Pitt commenced his fpeech by an eulogium on 
the abilisies of the Hon. Gentleman who had firlt 
fpoken, and of whofe ingenuity, he faid, he never 
withed to fee an abatement, though its edge fhuuld, 
as now, be directed againft himfelf.

If they 
could fabmit to the lofs of 501. paid towards a tax, 
they could in the fame manner have refigned an e 
qual fum out of their annual profits ;. and if fuch an 
advantage was fullicient to deprefs the Jower ranks 
of traders, they muft have been long fince demolith- 
ed. But the fact was, that each clafs had their cir 
cle of cultomers, who would not eafily be transfer- 
red, while the general computation kept the prices 


nearly equal ; and whillt the frugaliry of the lower 


claffes of thopkeepets kept them on a level with the 
enlarged cajitals of thofe of the higher order. With 
ef eft to the trouble which had been faid to arife 
from the difliculcy of laying fuch a fractional encreafe 


‘on each article, as would make up the quantum ot 
* the tax, without going in the end far beyond its a 


mount, it was not, he faid, to be expeSted that it 
fhould be minutely and proportionately Jaid on each 
article ; it was fufficient if, in the end of the year, 
the fhopkeeper found, by raifing the prices of dif- 
ferent articles, that the tax which he was to pay 
had been actually levied on his cultomers. He ad- 
mitted, that the Hoofe, when laying the mxes on

igency.
